HOW DICKENS DICTATED. 


"You were on amanuensis of Charles 


ere you not 1" 


"Yos; 1 did short-hand work for Mr. 


Dickons for eighteen months. 
I did rtbt 


take dictations for any of his novels.only his 
fugitive pieces. He dictated to me most 
of his articles in All the Ymr Bound. 
He 


was a very clever gentleman to those under 
him. 
Ho always treated mo well, indeed. 


Most people seem to think tliat Dickens 
was a ready writer. This is by no means 
the case. He used to come into big office 
in St. Catherine street about 8 o'clock in 
tho morning, and begin dictating. 
He 


would walk up and dowu the floor several 
times after dictating a sentence or n 
praragraph, and ask me to read it. I 
do so, and he would, in nine cases out of 
ten, order me to strike out certain words 
and insert others. He was generally tired 
out by 11 o'clock and went down to his 
club on the Strand. 
A very singular 


thing was that he never dictated the clos- 
ing paragraphs of his story. 
He always 


finished it himself. 
I used to look in the 


paper for it, and find that he changed it 
very greatly from what he had dictated 
to me." 


"Dickens had a very od3 habit of comb- 


ing his hair. 
He would comb it a hund- 


red times a day. 
Ho seemed never to 


tiro of it. 
The first thing he did in com- 


ing into the office was to comb his hair. 
I have seen him dictate a sentence or two, 
and then begin combing. 
When he got 


through he dictated another sentence. 
He was very careful about his writings. 
He wanted every sentence to be as per- 
fect as possible before letting it go to 
press. 
Dickens was an odd fellow regard- 


ing the company he sought. 
I 
have 


known him, while I was employed by him, 
to go down to the Seven Dials, about the 
worst place in Ixindon, and sleep and cat 
there. 
He roasted his herring where the 


rest did, and slept with the poorest. 
He 


loved their society. 
He never seemed so 


happy as when seated in the poor coffee- 
house with a crowd of the lower classes 
talking around him. He never missed a 
word that was said, and was the closest 
observer 1 ever saw. 
Nothing escaped 


him. 
The most minute mannerisms were 


noted and stored away. 
When I was 


working for him lie was nt the zenith of 
his fume, just before his death; and even 
then he loved these caralcss, rollicking 
rounds among the poor better than a high 
toned dinner." 


"Was he as great a drunkard as he has 


tho reputation of being ?" 


"1 never saw him drunk myself. I have 


seen him several times exhilarated, how- 
ever. 
He only drank the best of wine, 


but he drank that very freely. 
Sherry 


was his special favorite, and he never re- 
fused a glass of fine old sherry. 
He was 


an insatiable cigarette smoker, and when 
dictating to me always had a cigarette in 
his mouth. He was a very spruce man, 
too. 
He brushed his coat frequently, and 


changed his collars several times a day. 
He was every bit as humorous in bis 
speech as in his writings. When he was 
in particularly fine humor he could keep 
you laughing by the hour with his witty 
talk. 
He was not one of those men who 


are above those they employ ; he chatted 
as freely with me as any member of his 
club on the Strand. 
Dickens was an- 


doubtedly the best after-dinner speaker 
in England. I heard him at Whitehall 
once, the occasion being the anniversary 
of the British Museum. There was an 
imormous ciowd, hardly standing-room, 
and he kept them in out,- continual roar. 
He was a fine «ctnr,and this, added to bis 
wit, made him irresistibly funny. He was 
.1 j^re.il eater, not an epicure, but .1 g.nir- 
in.iud. 
lie ate, and ate, and ate, and 


cared little for the quality, so there was 
enoii'jh for him —(IAUKKT DAMAS, in the 
LiOiiixKillu Commercial.

HAMILTON, Ont., Sept. 18.—About 


two weeks ago a gentlemanly looking man 
arrived in this city and put up at the 
Boyal Hotel. 
The same thing happens 


every day; but the noteworthy feature 
about the arrival mentioned was that he 
wasa fugitive from justice. The stranger 
was Major Ellis Phipps, of Philadelphia, 
the absconding Superintendent of the 
Almshouse, who had jumped his bail. 
Phipps was accompanied by his wife. He 
did not remain long at the Royal, moving 
to the Dominion Hotel, in a few days. 
The latter is a second class house, and 
Phipps probably thought he <would be 
safer from observation there. 
This sur- 


mise proved correct, and he was unno- 
ticed so far as the public were concerned. 
A couple of "spotters," however, watched 
him continually, and Phipps was never 
out of their sight. Private detectives 
acting for Phipps' bondsmen, came here 
and went away without knowing that the 
man they wanted was in the city. He 
kept in tho hotel generally and seemed 
quite at his ease. 


When he came here Phipps was clean- 


shaven, but after his arrival he began to 
grow a mustache and side whiskers. The 
latter were shaved off a few days ago 
Notice of Phipps being in the city was 
sent to Pinkerton's Agency, and a man 
was sent to this city on Sunday morning 
and had the clerks in the Royal Hote 
and the whole city police force looking 
after I'hipps. The Major did not notice 
it, or, at least, seemed not to.

Boats 
make the trip from New York in an hour 
and a quarter, and visitors from along the 
coast are brought within a short distance 
of it by tho New Jersey Southern Rail- 
road, but the managers arc anxious to 
secure connection with some railroad that 
will bring them into direct communica- 
tion with the country at large.

"TWINS IN BUCKS."—A correspondent 


of the Philadelphia Record writes the fol- 
lowing from Plumstead, under the above 
head: 
Bernard Kepler and his twin 


brother, John N. Kepler, were born in 
Plumstead township, Bucks county, on 
March 27, 1792, over ninety years ago, 
on the spot where they have resided to 
this day. 


"This old house," said Bernard Kep- 


ler yesterday, "from which brother John 
and I, in the natural course of events, 
must be taken to the grave, has sheltered 
us for nearly a century ;" and he might 
have added that from that little strip of 
land hand in hand they have seen the 
country pass through three great wars, 
generations apart, without ever having 
seen a soldier; have lived within the 
shadow of their hillside home while one 
of the greatest countries of the world has 
grown up 
in 
magnificence with 
its 


mighty network of steel highways, and 
have yet to take their first ride in a rail- 
way car or hear the tick of a telegraph 
instrument. 


These two singular old men are the 


sons of John Kepler, who died in 1841 
They were born on Marcli 27, 1792,'on 
their fathers little farm, a mile and 
half from Gardenville. They are bache- 
lors, and have never been separated from 
each other even for a day at a time. 
Once only they visited Philadelphia, 
quarter of a century ago, when the first 
mutterings of the political storm which 
was about to burst into a civil war were 
heard, and they returned home convinced 
that the country was on the verge of dis- 
solution. Bernard, who, notwithstanding 
the weight of his ninety years, is hale- 
looking and retains a wonderful memory, 
says that he voted for Madison, in 1813, 
and has voted for every Democratic Pres- 
idential candidate since then. "And so 
has brother John," he added, turning to 
his twin who sat near him. Evidently 
Bernard has been the stronger mind as 
he has been the larger in physique of the 
two. 
John is a small man, not much 


over a boy's size, and looks ten years 
older than his brother. 


"A great many people come to see us," 


said the former, "and the census man al- 
ways makes a special report. We are the 
oldest twins in the United States, accord- 
ing to the census reports. Some time 
ago two old ladies who are twins, and live 
in Solebury, came over to compare ages. 
They were only eighty;" added the old 


man, 
somewhat contemptuously, "and we 


are over ninety." 


"Are there any other old twins about 


here ?" asked a visitor. 


"Oh, yes," said the old man ; "Plum- 


stead is full of them." And it was so. 
In a three hour ride in the township, 
were found no less than six other twin 
brothers over forty-five years old. James 
and Alvin Bergey live within a stone's 
throw of each other on the Doylestown 
pike, and Henry H. and Isaac Rosenber- 
gcr, another duet, dwell within half a 
mile of the Bergey twins. One very cur- 
ious case is that of the twins, William 
and Samuel Gross, two farmers, who live 
about a mile from the Rosenbergers, to- 
ward Plumsteadville. 
They were born 


on March 2, 1833. 
On .November 21, 


1863, they were both married, and a fur- 
ther singular circumstance is that each 
brother has had eight children. 
They 


have lived on the old homestead farm 
since they were born, although when the 
father died, the land was divided and 
each took his rightful share. 


Some few miles from the Gross farm 


there lives one of another pair of twins, 
Chambers Fry, whose brother Michael 
Fry, is now a Philadelphian. 
These 


brothers were born in 1839. 
They are 


not by any means all of the twins to be 
found in this remarkable township. 
Old 


Bernard Kepler says that there are still 
within four miles of his house, eight pairs 
of twins who are over thirty years old, 
and a number of young lads and young 
women who were ushered into the world 
by duplicates. The census takers have 
always been amazed to find so many twins 
living so close together, and living to 
such a great old age. 
Even more singu- 


lar, however, than this is the fact that a 
few miles from Philadelphia are living a 
family of triplets, two men and a woman, 
who are sixty years of age. 
They are the 


children of an old Lutheran clergyman 
named Roillers, and are all bale and
